Peppermint. 

The  preparation  of  peppermint  is  es¬ 
pecially  an  American  industry.  The 
peppermint  is  ont  when  in  bloom,  like 
bay,  dried,  placed  in  oloee  wooden  vats 
and  steamed.  The  oil  cells  burst  and 
tbe  oil  passe*  upward  with  tbe  steam, 
which  is  condensed  and  conducted  into 
a  receiver,  where  the  oil  rises  and  ia 
piped  off.  It  takes  about  S50  pounds  of 
dry  peppermint  to  produce  one  pound  of 
oil.  An  acre  of  land  yield*  from  fl  to  10 
pound*  of  oil,  often  more — even  as  high 
aa  50  pound*.  New  York  and  Michigan 
produce  tbe  moat. — Washington  Post
